Prosecutor Repudiates Both As Catholics—Verdict Is 
Cheered by Crowd—Jurors Ask Court

Mexico City.—Jose de Leon Toral, | 
slayer of General Alvaro Obregon, 
was sentenced to death by firing squad 
and Mother Concepcion, convicted of 
being the “intellectual author” of the 
crime, was ordered imprisoned for 
twenty years, while a crowd of more 


than a thousand persons cheered in| 
the courtroom at the suburb of San | 
Angel. 

Sentence was pronounced by the 
Court immediately after the verdict 
vas returned, bringing to an end the 
seven-day trial of the pair. Toral and 
Mother ‘ mecepcion received their sen- 
tences in silence. As the judge finish-

A spokesman for the jury then rose 
and asked the Court to give them 
guards to escort them to their homes.

natics around here.” 

When the Court persisted in its re- 
fusal of a guard, the jurymen depart- 
d reluctantly.

Enrique Medina, Obre- 
gonista Deputy, in the course of his 
argument, shouted: “That woman is | 
the author of all these crimes, hiding 
her activities under the cloak of re- 
ligion.”’ 


Repudiated as Catholics 


Attorney General Padilla, appeal-| 
ing to the jury for conviction of the 
pair, declared both Toral and Mother 
Concepcion were “blasphemous 
trayers of their own religion,” when 
they said God wanted Gen. Obregon 
killed and that his assassination was 
to help the Catholic Church. 

“Toral and Cocepcion,” he said, “are 
heretics who calumniate and falsify 
their own church. I am a Catholic my- 
self, but true Catholics everywhere 
oppose and repudiate assassinations : 
and rebellions and the greedy aquisi- 
tion of wealth as exemplified by the 
clergy in Mexico in the name of Ca- 
tholicism.”

Relatives of Toral were re-arrested 
last week and are being held but no 
explanation of the action has been 
made by officials.

Execution of five 
insurgent leaders was described in a 
dispatch to El Universal from San 
Luis Potosi. The prisoners were he- 
trayed by one of their comrades. The 
traitor, however, was unable to save
